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CITIZENS VOTE 


TO SELL MJ. 
POWER PLANT 


Decide to Accept Offer of 
$2,875,500 by lowa 
Utilities 
Canadian Press 
MOOSE JAW, Sask., Jan, 23,—By 
a majority of just over three to one 
the citizens of Moose Jaw Wednesday 
decided to sell the light and power 


plant to the Iowa Southern Utilities 


Company, Limited, of Delaware, and 
to grant to that company an exclu- 
sive franchise to operate the utility 
for 20 years. 

The voting in favor of the by-law 
was 2,250, and 744 against, The 
measure required a two thirds major- 
ity of the burgesses in order to pass, 
‘The price offered by the ompany was 
$2,875,500 in cash with a sum of $150,- 
000 as n fund to be administered with 
a view to securing the location of in- 
dustries in Ahis city. 

Before the transaction can oe coli 
pleted a bill must be submitted to the 
Saskatchewan Legislature at the ces- 
sion which starts on February 6, next, 
in order that the sale of the plant 
and the granting of a franchisy may 
be authorized. 

Two bids were received for the plant 
when tenders were called by the City, 
Council, one. from the Iowa Southern 
Utilities Company and the other from 
the Saskatchewan Power Commission, 
which offered to purchase on a valua- 
tion of the plant, or in the alterna- 
tive to operate the utility and sell 
electric energy to the city.

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Jan. 23 
—The foreign minister in a statement 
Wednesday night disclosed that mili- 
tary movements on the Guatemalan 
border had threatened the life of the 
jo'nt boundary dispute conference, 
which is now seeking solution of the 
problem. 

The status quo was restored, how- 
ever, and the conference met on Mon- 
day. 

The statement said: “A detachment 
of Guatemalan forces occupied Lance- 
tillal, indisputably in the jurisdiction 
of Honduras, and the Honduras mili- 
tary garrison consisting of four sol- 
diers and a telegraph operator, were 
compelled to evacuate before the 
numerical superiority of the invaders. 

“Upon learning of such unexpected 
action, President Vincent Mejia! 
Colinders ordered General Rodas/ 
Alvarado to mobilize the troops of his | 
command and proceed toward the 
point f invasion to dislodge immedi- | 
ately the Guatemalan troops. / 

“The president at the same time in- | 
formed the American legation of the | 
defense measures taken and stated 
that until Guatemalan troops evacu- 
ated Honduran territory, the Hon- 
duras delegates to the boundary dis- 
pute conference would refrain from | 
acting. : 

“The American legation has com- 
municated the above to the United 
States government. On Sunday the 
American min'ster to Guatemala in- 
formed the foreign office that the 
Guatemala troops had evacuated 
Honduranean territory. A Hondur- 
anean battalion of troops was sent to 
prevent, in the future, such disagree- 
able events.

First Business Session Of 
Five-power Parley

LONDON, Jan. 23—In Queen Anne's 
drawing room at the Palace of St. 
James, the great naval powers today 
submitted a statement of their naval 
needs as the first business of the 
morning session of the five-power 
conference. They all spoke of the de- 
sire of their peoples to feel secure, but 
coupled that with emphasis that naval

No doubt the taxpayers of Edmonton 
could save some money if they abolished 
the city police force and turned over the 
business of policing the city to the provin- 
cial police, That is, provided the vin- 
cial Government is willing to undertake 
the policing of Edmonton for nothing, or 
for a substantially less sum than it costs 
to maintain the city force. 

It will be time enough to suppose that 
the Government will do this when the 
Government says so. Thus far the rela- 
tions between the city and the province 
do not suggest a willingness on the part of 
the provincial authority to play the role 
of a fairy god-mother to Edmonton, in 
this or any other respect. 

If the taxpayers of the city cannot or 
will not pay enough policemen to enforce 
the law and preserve order in the city, 
then we may as well reconcile ourselves to 
the fact that the city will not be policed. 
For, in those circumstances, that must be 
the fact. There is no use assuming that 
the Provincial Government—that is to say, | 
the farmers around the country and the 
cesidents of other cities, towns and _ vil- 
lages—will pay the cost of policing Ed- 
monton. The chances altogether are that 
they won't.

But seeing that Alberta is paying a 
premium for the Manitoba stone, and fore- 
going the opportunity to have some of the 
cutting and dressing done by Alberta 
stone-workers, all in order that support 
might be given to a Canadian industry 
and in response to an appeal from the 
Government of Manitoba, this disclosure 
regarding West Virginia coal rather leaves 
the Alberta taxpayer with the feeling 
that this province has been “had”.

BAN THE BATTLESHIP? 


That battleships be abolished is a sug- | 
gestion that comes from Washington. | 
supposedly with the approval of President | 
Hoover. This is by no means the first 
time that the proposal has been made, 


but never before was there the same mar- 


gin of probability that it may be carried | | 


into effect. 

The airplane and the submarine have 
together put the battleship under dis- 
count us an effective unit in naval war- 
fare. One torpedo fired by a U-boat or 
one bomb aves from a plane can send 
to the bottom the most powerful—and the 
costliest—battleship ever built. 

On the other side of the argument 
stands the fact that airplanes and sub- 
marines did not sink many—if any—first- 
class battleships during the world war. 
But they did keep these monsters off the 
open sea during all but a small fraction of 
the war period, and correspondingly cut 
down their usefulness as engines of de- 
fence and offence. 

And the airplane and submarine of to- 
day are vastly different and many times 
more dangerous to surface vessels than 
those of twelve years ago, while in num- 
bers they have grown even more than in 
effectiveness. Should another war occur 
a battleship might easily prove to be more 
of a nuisance to the country owning it 
than a menace to the enemy. 

The o} ,ect of the conference in London 
is to find ways of cutting down the cost 
of maintaining navies. The abolition of a 
class of ships whose usefulness has been 
largely offset, dnd which cost from $50,- 
000,000 to $60,000,000 each, is one possible 
measure of economy that is at least cer- 
tain to get attention there.
